So we, standing confidently on the brink of com- 
mencement in the warmth and glow of our success, 
see rising from the golden light of yesterday memo- 
ties of varied hues — some the bright, flaming colors 
of joy, others the fading ashes of regret. 

Lets go back to the beginning — the day we en- 
tered P.H.S. for the first time. Many of us who had 
never taken more than a passing glance at the school 
were suddenly struck with awe at the way the dome 
seemed to dominate the entire building. Undaunted, 
we entered the doors to begin our career at Pittsfield 
High. 

As the hours stretched into days, the homework 
assignments seemed to get longer and longer. Hardly 
a day would pass when the voice of a sophomore was 
not heard delivering a public denunciation against 
one of his teachers—or rather against the homework 
which he or she had given him. 

For weeks we were just those “callow sophomores,” 
always in someone's way.

Throughout the year we had joined such student 
activities as the Students’ Pen Club, Tri-Hi-Y, Junior 
Achievement, the band, and the Glee Club; but as

the Juniors and Seniors prepared for their individual 
class activities, we could only watch and wait and 
dream of our days of glory. 

After a summer of relaxation we returned to school 
ready for another year of study and hard work, this 
time with a confidence which we had not felt as 
sophomores. Walking down the hall that first day, 
most of us could not help being amused and even 
critical of the incoming sophomores. Were we ever 
that young and confused! 

We were soon back in the routine, and activities 
flourished. Those autumn afternoons every inch of 
school ground was put to use. Staccato commands of 
the Cadette drill leaders mingled with the sharp cries 
of football coaches and players, while the girls’ hockey 
team and J.V. cheerleading candidates vied for jump- 
ing space behind the school. (Many a junior girl 
was limping around the school and longing for hot 
baths during those tryout days).

Report cards jolted some of us to the reality that 
school meant work too. Assignments never seemed 
to disappear. Christmas, however, not only brought 
two weeks of vacation; but our beautiful assembly, 
“The Christmas Mystery,” imbued in us the true 
spirit of the season. 

If football had been a success, our basketball season 
was а triumph. The P.H.S. squad crushed opponent 
after opponent, not stopping until they had secured

shire, and County Championships. Invited to enter 
the Western Massachusetts Tournament in Spring- 
field, our team made a splendid showing against some 
of the toughest teams in the state. 

In early February the long awaited bulletin arrived 
with the news that the Class of 58 would be for- 
mally organized with the election of class officers. 
Almost immediately posters of all shapes and sizes 
popped out in every spare inch of space, while the 
campaigners distributed tags and various “bribes” to 
the students. It was for us a proud moment as we 
flipped the levers on the city election machines to 
indicate our preference.

When the votes 
were in, our new president was Charlie Mancivalano, 
who proved himself not only an able class leader 
but a good song leader at all our rallies as well. 

We were so busy with yearbook and "Students 
Pen" deadlines, senior pictures, club activities - and, 
of course, homework —that time just flew by. With 
December came the Christmas assembly staged by 
the seniors. The program combined both humor and 
reverence, while our decorations added a real spirit 
of Christmas festivity. 

In January the Cadettes produced a school variety 
show to.raise money for a Cadette scholarship. All 
of us enjoyed watching our classmates perform for 
such a worthy cause. 

А senior production in January—perhaps not so 
enjoyable—was the Maplewood Essay over which we 
labored long and complained even longer. With its 
completion, however, we knew we had passed another 
milestone on our way to graduation. 

Departmentals found us trying to cram our heads 
with facts just as the arival of senior pictures found 
the girls trying to cram their wallets with pictures.
